CAPE HAYTEIN (Hayti,) June 8, 
6:10 p.m.—{By West Indian Cable.) It 
is reported here that a great battle 
hag taken place at Caimanera in the 
Bay of Guantanamo. At 5:30 o'clock 
yesterday morning (Puesday) five ships 
of the American squadton opened @ 
heavy | ‘bombardment on the fortifica- 
tions of the town. There was a perfect 
hail of bombs in the bay, striking and 
Jemolishing many houses beyond the 
fortifications. 

On the Spanish side the artillery re- 
plied vigorously, maintaining for some 
time a stout resistance. The fire from 
the warships, however, never slackened 
for an instant. It was regular and 
carefully directed, and a great major- 
ity of the shots proved effective. The 
Spaniards were forced to abandon 
their position on the shore and retreat 
to the town of Caimanera proper. It 
is supposed that later they fied from 
this position.also with the inhabitants. 

Information reached here that the 
Spanish at- Santiago and Caimanera 
are preparing for a _ final desperate 
struggle, and are determined to resist 
the assault of the Americans to the 
last extremity. The commander of the 
district issued an order yesterday to 
burn Caimanera before yielding it into 
the hands of the Americans. . 

The latter forced the entrance to the 
bay of Guantanamo and, according to 
the latest advices from Caimanera, it 
was feared that the Americans would 
make an effort to land forces there 
this (Wednesday) afternoon. Measures 
to prevent this, if possible, have been 


taken by the Spaniards. The American 


fleet was still maintaining its position. 

Cable communication with Cuba, 
whil has been interrupted for many 
hours, was partially restored this aft- 
ernoon, but it is still difficult and pre. 
carious. The report of the bombard- 
ment at Caimanera came by cable. The 
bombardment destroyed a little house 
which sheltered the shore connection 
of the French cable at Caimanera, 
though whether by the explosion of the 
bombs from the water or by the ex- 
plosives used by a party sent for that 
purpose is not known. The cables unit- 
ing the main cable with the office at 
Caimanera and the town of Caimanera 
with Santiago were cut, thus account- 
ing for the prolonged absence of in- 
telligence here as to operations in that 
vicinity. 

It is also believed that the cable at 
Santiago is cut, as no direct news 
from Santiago has yet been received. 
at Cape Haytein since Monday at mid- 
night. 

9:45 p.m.—Even before the cables at 
Guantanamo had been injured so that 
they could not be worked, the opera- 
tors at the Caimanera station were 


‘forced to flee from the fire of the 


ships. Up to this hour (9:45’ p.m.) there 
has. been no direct cable communica- 
tion from Santiago since Monday at 
midnight. 

‘SANK REINA MERCEDES.

WAR SECRETS. 


Oificials are Chock Full 
Of the Same, 


“Power of the Press” Receives 
an Algerian Snub, 


Promises of News When the 
Troops are Landed. 


Fresh Sample of the Robustness of 
the Spanish ination—Navy 
Department “About Manila.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 
WASHINGTON, June 8.—The activ- 
ity and frequent exchange of communi- 
cations between the War and Navy de-

All that 
the company knows is that it couid 
not do business from the 3d to the 4th 
inst. It is apparent that the cable was 
not cut, else it could not have re- 
sumed service. At the same time noth- 
ing short of cutting cau account for 
the complete crippling of the cable on 
the 3d inst.

Bankers Sny Money is Ready When-

COAL COMES HIGH. 


Foreign Concern at Cape Haytien 
Holding Nine Hundred Tons. 
[Correspondence of the Associated Press.] 
[A. P. DAY REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 
CAPD HAYTIEN (Hayti,) May 26.— 
There are some 900 tons of coal _ at 
this port, held by a foreign manufac- 
turing concern, at an exorbitant price. 
This concern has cabled to the United 
States for a further supply of 2000 
tons of coal, but it is uncertain yet 

whether it will get so much. 

The press censor at Santiago has a 
special apparatus on his desk, which 
records all messages sent over’ the 
cable, even the private gossip ex- 
changed between operators. 

Great Britain has no consular agent 
at Gonaives. May 12 the British Con- 
sul-General at Port au Price requested 
the American Minister, Mr. Powell, to 
extend his protection over an English 
subject at Gonaives, The United States 
Minister addressed a telegram fn En- 
glish to the American Consul at Gon- 
aives. At the office of the government 
telegraph company, in Port Antonio, 
the message was refused because it 
Was not written in French, according 
to government regulations. 

Mr. Powell declined to be controlled 
by these regulations in communicat- 
ing with a United States officer on mat- 
ters of purely official import. The Min- 
ister of the Interior offered to frank 
the message and send it free if he 
were permitted to translate itinto French 
beforehand. To this, Minister Powel] 
refused to accede, and at last the 
Haytien Minister yielded. It is said 
that this is the first time the govern- 
ment has waived its regulations in this 
particular. 


ATTACHE EMERSON’S EXPLOITs. 


Does Hazardous Service at Porto 
Rico—Returns With a Map.

NEW YORK, June 8.—Edward Emer- 
son, Jr., an attaché of the War De- 
partment Bureau of Information, ar- 
rived here today on board the steamer 
Madiana from St. Thomas, after hav- 
ing performed some hazardous service 
in Porto Rico.

The Alcalde 
said he would have to communicate 
with San Juan to find out whether or 
not I was all right.

“I found the entire east side of the 
island in the possession of the in- 
surgents, who gave me an escort to 
the coast, where I found a Spanish 
schooner at anchor. The captain was 
prevailed upon to take me away. On 
May 28 a warship hove in sight that 
we took for an American. Our captain 
was greatly excited, and 
pray, until I discovered 
stranger flew the Spanish flag. 
proved to be the torpedo-boat destroyer 
Terror. ‘ 

“The Spanish Alcalde sent a telegram 
to the Danish authorities at Santa 
Cruz to hold me upon arrival as a 
horse thief. Major Moore, the United 
States Consul at St. Thomas positively 
refused to surrender me, and even 
took me in a boat himself out‘to the 
Madiana.” 

When Emerson left San Juan he saw 
four Spanish war vessels in the har- 
bor—the Isabel II, Alicante, Colcho and 
Terror. 


LIEUT. WHITNEY’S MISSION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


NEW YORK, June 8.—Lieut. Henry 
Whitney, Fourth: United States Ar- 
tillery, who has twice pénetrated the 
very heart of Spanish territory, arrived 
here today the British steamer Ar- 
dan Rose ffom Porto Rico. Through 
him the War Department will soon be 
in possession of important and accurate 
information concerning the military 
strength and defenses of the island. 
The Porto Rican mission was under- 
taken under orders from the depart- 
ment to travel through the most strong- 
ly fortified places, and the headquar- 
ters of military bodies, and observe 
their strength and preparations the 
commanders had made to resist occu- 
pation by the American troops. 

Lieut. Whitney made the journey 
with great expedition. He found that 
ten volunteer troops and 4500 reg- 
ulars in and about Ponce. The 
soldiers were sickly, however, and dis- 
contented for lack of pay. Food was 
scarce and that fact combined with 
the American sentiment pervading the 
towns, inclined him to the belief that 
if the United States troops did not in- 
vest the island soon, the inhabitants 
would turn upon - the Spaniards and 
drive them out. 

WORD FROM AUGUSTIL. 
Philippine Captain -General 
Says the Situation is Grave. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

MADRID, June 8, 4 p.m.—The follow- 
ing communication from Capt.-Gen. 
Augusti, dated at Manila, June 3, has 
heen published. 

“The situation is very grave. Agui- 
naldo has succeeded in stirring up the 
country and the telegraph lines and 
railways are being cut. I am without 
communication with the provinces. The 
province of Cavite has completely re- 
belled, and the towns and villages are 
occupied by numerous bands. A Span- 
ish column defends the Zapote line to 
prevent the enemy from invading the 
province of Manila, but the foe has en- 
tered through Bulucan, Lagina and 
Miron, so that Manila will thus be at- 
tacked by land and sea. 

“IT am striving to raise the courage 
of the inhabitants, and will exhaust 
every means of resistance, but I dis- 
trust the natives and the vofunteers, 
because there have already been many 
desertions.. Bacoor and Imus have al- 
ready been seized by the enemy. The 
insurrection has reached great propor- 
tions, and if I cannot count upon the 
support of the country, the forces at 
my disposal will not suffice to hold the 
ground against the enemy.” Zé 

Gen. Correa, Minister of War, and 
Capt. Aunon, Minister of Marine, have 
gone to the palace to confer with the 
Queen Regent as to Gen. Augusti’'s 
communication. - 

It is reported that the Spaniards at 
Manila have already been compelled to 
take refuge in the fortified part of 
the town. 
“AMERICANS AGAIN REPULSED.” 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]_ 

MADRID, June 8, 10 a.m.—Dispatches 
received here from Havana from Span- 
ish sources say: “‘The Americans were 
again repulsed at the last bombard- 
ment of Santiagg de Cuba.” Continu- 
ing, the reports assert that the damage 
done to the batteries and to the town is 
“unimportant,” or “is already re- 
paired,” adding: “The Spanish guns 
did not cease to fire an instant during 
the fight, and all the batteries are in 
condition to reply to the enemy’s fire. 
During a second attack, Col. Ordonez 
was on board the Reina Mercedes and 
personally assisted in working her 
guns. Every one regards Col. Ordonez

Some officers, 
the second officer in command of the 
Reina Mercedes, five sailors and twen- 
ty-nine marines killed, and an officer 
and eleven sailors wounded. The offi- 
cial dispatches also say that many of 
the wounded, including Col. Ordonez, 
are able to attend to their duties. 

It is announced here that the Span- 
ish Benito has “run the blockade of 
Manzanillo” and arrived at Jamaica. 

COAL AND WATER CARGO.

NEW YORK, June 8.—The auxiliary 
cruiser St. Paul sailed at noon today 
under sealed orders.

FINANCIAL ARRANGEMENT,

NEW YORK, June 8.—A dispatch to 
the World from Madrid says: “All ne- 
gotiations for a foreign loan having 
totally failed, the Minister of Finance 
has agreed with the Bank of Spain for 
more advances, to be guaranteed by the 
recent issue of perpetual 4 per cents.”’ 

DEPEW—HIS VIEW.

PARIS, June 8.—Chauncey M. De- 
pew, in an interview published in the 
Matin today, is quoted as saying that 
America’s enthusiasm over England's 
friendly attitude is merely circumstan- 
tial. ‘‘America,’”” Mr. Depew is fur- 
ther reported to have said, “will never 
conclude an effective alliance with 
England, but with France. Both re- 
publics possessing the same demo- 
cratic aspirations, they can never fail 
to maintain the most cordial relations.”

SANTIAGO THEN PORTO RICO. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
WASHINGTON June 8.—[(Exclusive 

Dispatch.] The Mail and Express says 
the troops have started from Tampa. 
Gen. Shafter notified the War Depart- 
ment this morning of the sailing of the 
transports, and shortly after receipt 
of the news, Secretary Alger went to 
the White House, where he remained 
in consultation with the President for 
over two hours. It is known that only 
about - 15,000 to 18,000 troops on the 
transports are bound for Santiago. The 
others in camp and ready to be em- 
barked will be sent to Porto Rico. 
The troops to take Santiago will only 
remain there long enough to assist the 
insurgents to take the city and estab- 
lish a military government, and the 
larger portion of the army will then go 
to Porto Rico. 

A BRITISHER’S ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
LONDON, June 9.—The Morning 

Post’s correspondent cables in part as 
follows from Kingston, Jamaica, un- 
der date of June 8 as to Monday’s 
bombardment at Santiago. The dis- 
patch was carried to Kingston by the 
dispatch boat Premier. 

“We had a good view of Monday’s 
bombardment. On Sunday Admiral 
Sampson, in conference with Commo- 
dore Schley and the fleet captains, de- 
cided upon bombardment because of 
the Spanish activity on the new bat- 
teries. ' Monday morning was misty 
with frequent showers. 

“When the fleet opened fire, the 
Spanish batteries answered promptly, 
though at first feebly. Then the 
heavy batteries, armed with Krupp 
and Armstrong ns poured out a 
storm of flame. The guns of these 
forts were brought to Santiago by the 
Montserrat on her last voyage from 
Cadiz, and are believed to have been 
manned by German and French ex- 
perts. The Spaniards had boasted 


i that no fleet could live before them, 


but their aim proved poor, and the 
warships suffered comparatively little 
damage. 
“The Yankee (formerly El Norte,) 
manned by militia, kept in shore, 
fighting the batteries near the beach 
and did useful work, ‘the militia giv- 
ing good proof of their value. They 
fought perhaps with too much eager- 
ness, thus losing some _ efficiency. 
During the bombardment a battery of 
field pieces at the Cuban headquar- 
ters on a mountain top to the north of 
Santiago opened fire with a ten-mile 


range. 
“The Dolphin shelled a small fort 
rear the beach, where Spanish 
trosps were seen, but no 

was made from  the_ shore, 
it was afterward discovered’ that 
the Spaniards had mounted several 
‘Quaker’ guns. Only two pieces were 
served east of Moro Castle, and thes: 
were silenced. The Marblehead and 
the New Orleans .were sent respec- 
tively west and east to attack any iso-~ 
lated fortifications. They worked in- 
shore, keeping their guns going rap- 
idly. During the bombardment a shell 
exploded on the port quarter of the 
Vizcaya. It dismounted one of her 
guns, damaged the rudder and injured 
several seamen. 

“The destroyer Furor, which was 
cruising about Cayo Smith, in the har- 
bor, made several rushes out from her 
post. In one of these a shell exploded 
over her bow, tore open the forward 
deck, damaged her turtle back, and 
compelled her to take refuge further up 
in the harbor. 

“Very little dam was done to the 
American ships. It is reported that the 
Suwanee was struck by a shell, which 
burst and wounded a seaman in. the 
leg slightly. Some of the vessels suf- 
fered somewhat from the recotl of the 
heavy guns. The shells did such exe- 
cution that Moro Castle has the. ap- 
pearance of a picturesque ruin. From 
the Premier we could see the shells 
striking the hill, tearing trees down 
and scattering the rocks and earth in 
all directions. Indeed, the sky line near 
Moro from our view point is quite 
changed, and now shows great gaps. 
Vegetation is exterminated, and all the 
buildings are demolished where the 
shells fell. The Spanish guns on the 
sea front, with the exception of the 
smooth bores in Moro Fort, were si- 
lenced, and many were ruined.”

ON LARMA SAN PABLA, 


OUR TROOPS FIGHT VICTORIOUSLY 
TO THE TOP. 


Bewildered the Spaniards in Land- 
ing—Are Now Encamped on Both 
Sides of the Harbor and Fortify- 
ing Their Positions — Santiago 
May Surrender. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, June 9.—[({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A special from Cape Hay- 
tien to the Journal says the American 
troops are today fighting battles with 
the Spaniards under Linares on the 
slopes of the hills to the west and 
northward of Santiago Bay. The ob- 
ject of the invaders is to gain the 
heights of the Maestra hills, particu- 
larly the Larma San Pablo, which 
commands Santiago City. They have 
already gained many points of vantage, 
and the American artillery is shelling 
the enemy. 

Santiago may surrender before the 
American military forces reach there. 
The resistance of the Spanish troops 
on the outposts to the advance of the 
Cubans: and Americans has been half- 
hearted. The invaders could have ap- 
proached closer to the city, but they 
feared a trap. They are now encamped 
on the hills on both sides of the har- 
bor, and are fortifying their positions. 

The Spaniards are expected to re- 
main near the city, and make their re- 
sistance there. They were bewildered 
by the Americans landing soldiers at 
more than one point, and an attempt 
they made to drive them back to the 
transports failed, by reason of the pres- 
ence of the American fleet. 

As no report has been sent out as 
to the American losses, it is probable 
this first victory was a bloodless one 
for the invaders. The captured hill- 
top is a point considered important, 
as it practically controls the bay of 
Aguadores. 

The Americans at once landed the 
artillery and dragged it up the slope. 
It was a matter of wonder that the 
Spanish general, Linares, did not 
make a strong attempt to stop the 
Americans at this point. The truth 
probably is that the Americans’ move- 
ments bewildered the Spaniards. They 
had expected the invaders to land in 
force at Cabrera on the west side 
of the channel, and had posted their 
troops to fight there. _ 

USING AUSTRIAN WARSHIPS.

SANTO DOMINGO, June 9.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.]

SAN FRANCISCO, June 8.—There is 
a lull at Camp Merritt. The volunteers 
have again settled down to the daily 
routine life of a soldier, and have 
given up the idea of getting away to 
Manila this week. The men  aré 
drilled every day, but that is about 
all they have to think of. 

The transport vessels which will 
make up the second fleet to be sent 
to Admiral Dewey are  sstill being 
loaded with their supplies, ammuni- 
tion, etc., but the work is being done 
in such a leisurely manner that un- 
less the stevedores employed are acr 
tually driven to work faster, the ves- 
sels will not get away for a week yet. 
Then again the government supplies 
are arriving very slowly, and this has 
much to do with the slow work of 
loading the vessels. Of the three ves- 
sels, the Zealandia is about ready and 
can sail on short notice. 

The Board of Health of“this city has 
decided to confer with Gen. E. 8. Otis 
with a view to promoting better sani- 
tary conditions than now exist at 
Camp Merritt. It is feared that the 
presence of 14,000 men in camp may 
threaten the health of the city, and 
the board has decided that some means 
must be taken to alleviate unsanitary 
conditions that may result in epi- 
demic. 

The Fifty-first Iowa Regiment of 
volunteers will not arrive until to- 
morrow, the trains all being delayed. 
The troops from Georgia are expected 
tomorrow night.

OUR NATIONAL GUARD. 


Will not Be Rehabilitated—Volan- 
teers Hold Their Places. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 8.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] The National Guard 
of California is not to be rehabilitated. 
Members who volunteered for service 
in the army of the United States in the 
present war are to be members of the 
guard during their absence, and when 
they return, they are to have the same 
rank and station as before enlistment. 
Thig is to be effected by granting all 
volunteers who were recruited from the 
guard leave of absence to go to the 
war. No new men are to take’ the 
places of those who volunteered, and 
the State is to wait with its skeleton 
regiments for the return of the 
patriots. 

So much was finally decided today 
by Gov. Budd. It is a radical depar- 
ture from the anticipated action, and 
already it has caused friction that will 
not end in burning words alone. It is 
desperately opposed by Maj.-Gen. Dick- 
inson, and is as firmly upheld by the 
Governor and  Adjt.-Gen, Barrett. 
Atty.-Gen. Fitzgerald has rendered an 
opinion on the subject, at the request 
of the Governor. J. J. Dwyer, judge- 
advocate on Gen. Dickinson's staff, has 
also prepared a brief. They are widely 
at variance. Atty.-Gen. Fitzgerald’s 
lengthy paper sets forth the legality 
of granting leave of absence to mem- 
bers of the National Guard, and 
Dwyer’s undertakes to prove conclu- 
sively to his satisfaction that there is 
no sanction for such action in the laws 
of California. 

For several days trouble has been 
brewing at headquarters in the Cali- 
fornia Hotel, where Gov. Budd and 
Adjt.-Gen. Barrett hold forth. Maj.- 
Gen. Dickinson, in exercise of his pre- 
rogatives as field head of the State 
troops, made a demand for the roster 
of volunteers, for an accounting .of all 
men and property turned over to the 
United States government and for va- 
rious other things, all of which were 
refused. He feels aggrieved, and does 
not hesitate to say so. 


INCIDENTS AT CHICKAMAUGA, 


Needs of Postal Facilities—News Ar- 
rivals in Camp. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT EPORT.} 
CHICKAMAUGA NATIONAL PARK 
(Ga.,) June 8.—Recruiting officers are 
leaving the camp in numbers, almost 
every regiment having completed its 
getail. There is absolutely ‘no truth 
in the stories sent out from here that 
the soldier is being robbed. There have 
been one or two instances where let- 
ters have been reported lost, but if 
there has been any complaint that 
letters have been robbed, the authori- 
ties know nothing of it.

The supply 
on hand gave out, and many soldiers 
who had emergency letters bought 4- 
cent stamps, rather than wait for a 
new supply. 

Gov. Bradley of Kentucky and staff 
reached the park today. After review- 
ing the Second and Third Kentucky 
regiments, the Governor delivered a 
patriotic speech, urging them to bear 
whatever hardships camp life had for 
them with fortitude, and if it should 
be required of them to meet the Span- 
iards, then to fight like Kentuckians.

Four other assign- 
ments have been made of surgeons to 
this hospital, and they will arrive the 
latter part of the week, when 
hospital will be ready for use.

GEN. SHAFTER’S ARMY.

LONDON, June 9.—The Washington 
correspondent of the Daily Chronicle, 
with the approval of Gen. Greely, ca- 
bles the following: The army sailed 
from Tampa at ‘noon today (Wednes- 
day.) The force numbers 27,000, com- 
posed of infantry, cavalry, artillery. 
engineers and signal corps. The infan- 
try consists of twenty-seven regiments, 
sixteen regulars and eleven volunteers. 

Total infantry force is 21,000 men. 
In addition there are a battalion of en- 
gineers, a detachment of the signal 
corps. five squadrons of caValry, four 
batteries of light artillery and two bat- 
teries of heavy artillery.

The 
transports are due at Santiago Friday 
night, or Saturday morning, and the 
landing will be attempted on Sunday. 
This should be effected without diffi- 
culty, and no doubt by Sunday at the 
latest, the Stars and Stripes will float 
over Santiago de Cuba.

The Leonidas and her cargo 
were en route from Norfolk to Key West to 
supply the army and navy. The loss of the 
barge and her crew was brought to port 
yesterday by the pilot-boat R. H. Cowan, 
which was hailed off the jetties by the 
Leonidas and given dispatches to be sent 
North. 

A Washington dispatch says that after 
much cabling, the Navy Department has 
finally received information from Surgeon 
Anderson, in charge of the United States 
Hospital at Yokohama. The remains of 
Capt. Gridley, after being embalmed and 
delivered on board the Coptic, which sails 
today for San Francisco, had been finally 
delivered to Mr. Copman for cremation, in 
accordance with the request of Capt. Grid- 
ley's wife. It is presumed that the ashes 
will not come on the Coptic, but on the 
next steamer, which sails two weeks hence. 

The Medical Association Convention's Ex- 
ecutive Committee at Denver yesterday rec- 
ommended the appointment of the follow- 
ing doctors as a committee on prize essays: 
George W. Goul@, Philadelphia, for 
three years; Dr. E. T. Ingalls of Chicago, 
for two years, and P. W. Huntington, for 
one year.

president of the First National Bank,

JAP FISHERMEN Lost. 


Terrific Storm Seatters Three 
dred Hoate Near Miyako. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.}] 

VICTORIA, (B. C..) June 8.—Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) An official telegram 
from Iwate Prefecture received by the 
home office, states that 300 fishing 
boats encountered a storm in the vi- 
cinity of Miyako, Simohei-Gori, Iwate 
Prefecture and were scattered in all 
directions. 

The fate of the crews, numbering 
1500 altogether, has not yet been as- 
certained, although active search is 
being made by one steamer and three 
sailing ships.

Sev- 
eral weeks ago a Census Bill was pre- 
sented by the committee having the 
matter in charge, but the measure was 
so unsatisfactory that it was recom- 
mited to the committee. 

The bill passed. today was intro- 
duced in Neu of that which was recom- 
mitted, and as slightly amended, re- 
ceived *he unanimeus support of the 
Senate. Under it, if it should become 
a law. a director of the census, an as- 
sistant director and five expert sta- 
tisticians will be appointed imme- 
diately to make the preliminary ar- 
rangements for the taking of the 
census of 1900, in accordance with the 
outline presented in the bill which has 
already been fully covered by the 
Associated Press. 

A determined effort was made to 
provide that the employés of the 
Census Bureau should be examined and 
certified by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, but it failed by a vote of 18 to. 
31. A provision was inserted that no 
more than two-thirds of the super- 
visors and enumerators should belong 
to one political party. 

WASHINGTON, June 8.—The House 
today disposed of the Senate amend- 
ment to the Sundry Civil Bill, and 
agreed to further conference. The con- 
ference report upon the Postoffice Ap- 
propriation Bill was adopted without 
debate, and the Howse proceeded to 
consider the bill to provide for partici- 
pation of volunteer soldiers in Con- 
gressional elections. Adjournment was 
taken pending disposal, and it will come 
up tomorrow. 

The session began and ended today 
with Hawaiian incidents, Mr. Grosve- 
nor (Rep.,) of Ohio, a leader of the 
annexationists, figuring in each _in- 
stance. There ie great anxiety on the 
part of those who want early consid- 
eration lest the opposition win a vic- 
tory, and effect undue delay, if not

GEN. GROSVENOR'S OBJECT. 

WASHINGTON, June 8.—Gen. Gros- 
venor’s object today in introducing 
the resolution to consider Hawalian 
annexation is to place the question of 
getting up the annexation resolution 
formally hefore’ the Committee on 
Rules, looking to a special rule for its 
immediate consideration in the House.

POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—The Senate 
Committee on Postoffices and Post- 
roads today authorized a favorable re- 
port on the bill providing for the es- 
tablishment of a system of postal sav- 
ings banks. The bill reported is the 
regular measure. It authorizes every 
money-order postoffice to receive de- 
posits for any sum in excess of $1, and 
allows interest at the rate of 2 per 
cent.

WAR REVENUE ASSURED, 


Conferees Agree to Adopt the Sen- 
ate’s Amendments. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 
WASHINGTON, June 8.—Unless most 
carefully-arranged plans fail of real- 
ization, the conferees of the two houses 
of Congress on the War Revenue Bill 
will make their report to the Senate 
tomorrow, soon after the beginning of 
the day's session. When today’s meet- 
ing came to a close, practically all the 
differences between the houses had been 
adjusted, except those on the tobacco 
echedule and the coinage of the silver 
seigniorage, though there were some 


| points still to be settled with reference 


to the proposed issue of bonds and cer. 
tificates of indebtedness. 

The settlement so obtained is a sub- 
stantial victory for the Senate. Prac- 
tically all of the Senate amendments 
in phraseology and penalties, have been 

retained, as have also a large major- 
ity of the Senate’s more- material 


changes: Among the most important of 


these which the report will show have 
been agreed to by the conferees are 
those providing for a tax on ipher- 
_itances, for a duty on tea and taxes on 
sleeping and palace cars, petroleum and 
sugar refining, on mixed flour and on 
bankers aind brokers, theaters, cir- 
euses, etc. 
The Senate bond pfovisien. h been 
modified so as to constitute Ox com- 
promise with the House. The most 
material alteration mage in this amend. 
|) ment is one fixing the amount of bonds 
at $400,000,000 instead of $300,000,000, as 
agreea upon by the Senate, and /.- 


{900.000 as proposed by the House, 


has also been some change in the 
general phraseology of this provision. 
The provision in regard to time cer- 
tificates also will be amended, but the 
amount was $100,000,000 in both the Sen- 
ate and House bills, and will remain at 
that figure. The changes will be of a 
character making the proposed loan 
immediately available, by doing away 
with the requirements for advertising. 
It will also be made clear that this loan 
is intended for merely temporary pur- 
ses, 

Among the Senate amendments which 
will probably go ouf, are those pro- 
viding for a tax on receipts of $5, and 
a tax on insurance agents, as well as 
the Chilton amendment, extending the 
provisions of the proprietary medicine 
schedule to all manufactured articles. 
There will also be a general reduction 
from the Senate’s schedule of taxes 
upon proprietary medicines. 

The conferees have agreed to sub- 
stitute the Tawney Pure-Flour Bill for 
the Mason amendment to the Revenue 
Bill. The Ways and Means Committee 
of the House today unanimously agreed 
on the Tawney bill. It defines mixed 
flour, imposes a special tax of $12 per 
annum on those engaged in the manu- 
facture and sale of mixed flour; de- 
fines the size of packages in which 
sold, and imposes a tax of 4 cents on 
the manufacture and sale of each bar- 
rel of flour, using stamps; regulates the 
exportation of flour; requires it to be 
branded with names of its ingredients, 
and imposes severe penalties for any 
violation. 


HAWALIAN ANNEXATION. 


it May Yet Be Accomplished by an 
Act of the Executive. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO.THD TIMES. ] 
WASHINGTON, June 8.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Hawaiian annexation may 
yet have to be accomplished as an act 
of the Executive. President McKinley 
has been brought face to face with the 
danger of an early adjournment of 
Congress without the passage of the 
Newlands resolution, and is now con- 
sidering which plan he _ will follow. 
Congress may be held in session .and 
the resolution pushed through if the 
Executive sends a message emphasiz- 
ing the absolute necessity for action 
now, 
Should the President see other diffi- 
culties in the way of continuing the 
session, it can be stated positively that 
he is prepared to have a flag raised 
over the. islands, and will send a force 
of men and ships to make a show of 
authority of the United States when 
he takes possession. The fact that the 
Senate may adjourn as soon as the 
War Revenue and appropriation bills 
are out of the way, has _been main- 
tained and combated for the past two 
weeks steadily, but not until today did 
the friends of Hawaii begin to doubt 
their ability to maintain a quorum of 
annexationists. 

Then it was that Senator Lodge told 
the President of the danger, and the 
result is expected to be that, as soon 
as the War-Revenue Bill is passed, 
there will be a communication from the 
White House, which will spur on the 
Republicans to definite action at once. 
The feeling in the House was shown 
this evening when, in the face of a mo- 
tion to adjourn leaving the Lacy bill 
the continuing order, Gen. Grosvenor 
declared with vigor that there was a 
conspiracy to defeat Hawaii.

ommissioners, failed because tite 
members preferred that the present 
system of probationary test of all ap- 
plicants before examination shall re- 
main. 

The experiment of buying horses for 
the fire department by advertising for 
‘bids for them is to be tried. All per- 
sons who have horses to sell are to be 
called upon to present them for inspec- 
tion before the City Hall next Wednes- 
day morning. It is expected that half 
a hundred or more horses will be of- 
fered. 

Inquiries from bond-buyers all over 
the country as to the terms for the 
sale of the two issues of bonds soon 
to be made by the city, indicate that 
those bonds will command a hand- 
some premium. 

The Board of Public Works and 
members of the General Boulevard 
Committee will today inspect the route 
of the Pasadena boulevard for the pur- 
pose of examining into the proposed 
changes in the route. 

Some of the property-owners on Main 
street are objecting to the assessments 
for the resurfacing of that street, on 
the ground that the cost is greater than 
they had expected. The street will 
be accepted by the City Council prob- 
ably at the meeting a week from next 
Monday.

TOO MUCH OF IT. 


CIVIL SERVICE IN THE FIRE DE- 
PARTMENT HAS A LIMIT. 


Purchase of Horses to Be Made by 
Bids—Official Inspection of the 
Boulevard —Demand for City 
Bonds, 


Civil service in the fire department 
as provided in the new rules regulat- 
ing promotions, is acknowledged to be 
a step in advance from the old system 
of promotions, but if it is carried to 
the unreasonable extreme favored by 
one member of the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners who has made a hobby of 
the subject, the beneficial effects will, 
in the opinion of those conversant with 
fire department affairs, wholly 
lost, The subject, and that of the pur- 
chase of horses for the department 
caused a lively session of the commis- 
sion yesterday morning, in which the 
discussion waxed warm, and was ac- 
companied by some display of feeling. 

Commissioner Wells is the father of 
the civil-service plan in the depart- 
ment, and while he has made a study of 
it, his ideas that the system should be 
so widely extended that all possible 
prospective firemen shall be included, 
does not meet with the support of the 
other members of the commission. In 
his weekly report to the commission 
yesterday, Chief Moore recommended 
that a number of callmen, hosemen 
and laddermen be given a civil service 
examination. This was agreeable to the 
members of the commission, but Com- 
missioner Wells demanded that the ex- 
amination not only include those who 
had served as sub-callmen, but any 
others who might be desirous of such 
positions. In other words, he wanted it 
understood that no person should be- 
come connected with the department 
in any way who had not passed an 
examination. The other commissioners 
did not agree with this, for they argued 
that there were many men who could 
pass a mental examination better per- 
haps than any members of the pres- 
ént department, but who would make 
very poor firemen. Chief Moore ex- 
plained that the present plan was to 
take a man on probation, and if it was 
found that he would make a good fire- 
man, after a period of probation he | 
was given an examination which, if 
he passed, was followed by his appoint- 
ment to one of, the lower branches of 
the service, from which promotien 
would depend upon himself. Mr. Wells 
intimated that it was time to stop ap- 
pointing firemen on account of political 
pulls, and showed some feeling at the 
oppositon to his civil-service plan. 
Mayor Snyder stated that no such ap- 
pointments were now made, except pos- 
sibly among the sub-callmen whose 
positions are by no means remunera. 
tive. Nothing came of the matter, how. 
ever, and it was finally decided to hold 
the examinations as the Chief had 
suggested.

sition for $250 for .the purchase of two 

rses was considered. As soon as the 
claim was read Mr. Wells asserted that 
that was a high price to pay for two 
horses when horsefiesh was so cheap. 
Now, Commissioner Kuhrts has, with 
theassistance of Assistant Chief Smith, 
looked after the purchae of all horses 
in the fire department for years, and 
until now there has been no objection 
to his work in that direction. He did 
not like the criticism, and at once ex- 
plained that cheap horsefiesh was not 
what the department wanted: that a 
g0od horse fit for fire service was 
worth what the department paid for it. 
Mr. Wells objected to this method of 
buying horses, and insisted that the 
Chief advertise for bids for the pur- 
chase of two additional horses. It was 
explained to him that more horses were 
needed, and instances were cited in 
which horses had been recently crip- 
pled. The fact that two horses in the 
department are now unfit for service, 
but, as there are no reserve horses, 
could not be removed from the service, 
was stated, and the possibility of 
crippling othéra was pointed out. Mr. 
Wells did not see any danger in this, 
for he advised that in case of emer- 
gency the Chief should hire a horse or 
two. He still insisted upon advertising 
for two horses, and this led Commis- 
sioner Kuhrts to make a motion which 
will, it is thought, cause Broadway to 
be packed with horses for sale next 
week. He moved that the advertise- 
ments state that owners of horses must 
present them before the City Hall next 
Wednesday morning at 9 o'clock for in- 
spection. This motion carried, and be- 
fore the day was over a dozen or more 
horse-dealers had telephoned the Chief 
stating that they would be on hand 
with almost any kind of a horse that 
he wanted. 

The bill for whips for use in the de- 
partment was also objected to by the 
same commissioner. The bill was for 
75 cents per whip. It was allowed in 
spite of the objections. — 

A communication was presented from 
the Bowers Rubber Company, offering 
to replace any sections of their brand 
of hose which had burst at the Los 
Angeles-street fire, if the bursting was 
due tto any defect in the hose.

MAIN-STREET COLLECTIONS. 


Some Objections to the Cost of Re- 
surfacing. 


Some difficulty will be experienced 
by the Alcatraz Asphalt Paving Com- 
pany in the collection of all of the as- 
sessments against property-owners on 
account of the resurfacing of Main 
street, and part of the difficulty is 
coming from a few of those who signed 
the petition to have the work done. 
In all such street improvements there 
are property-owmers who object to 
their assessment on the grounds that 
they had supposed that it would not be 
as great as it is found to be after. the 
work has been. completed. 

Main street has been accepted by 
the Street Superintendent, and within 
thirty days from that acceptance, the 
City Council will accept the work. The 
property-owners must then pay their 
assessments, and a number of them 
have already paid. Some of them claim 
to have understood that the cost would 
not exceed $1 per lineal foot, but no 
such a statement was made by any 


person in authority at the time the, 


petition was circulated. The work is 
considered cheaper than any similar 
job that has ever been done in this 
city, and the cost is far below what 
the property-owners south of Ninth 
street had to pay when that portion 
of the street was resurfaced. 


To Establish Gradea 


The City Council has been petitioned 
by a number of property-ownefs to es- 
tablish the grades of the following 
streets: Budlong from Adams to Jef- 
ferson; Twenty-seventh from Rosedale 
to Budlong and Twenty-ninth between 
the same streets as Twenty-seventh. 


BOULEVARD INSPECTION. 


Proposed Changes to Be Carefully 
Looked into. 


The members of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works, accompanied by a number 
of members of the general boulevard 
committee will inspect the route of the 
proposed boulevard between this city 
and Pasadena this morning. The party 
will leave the City Hall at 9 o’clock, and 
will drive along the route, or the streets 
nearest it, and by means of maps deter- 
mine just what property will have to 
be taken in order to open the roadway. 
The second change in the route which 
has been suggested so as to avoid cut- 
ting into the proposed site of the South- 
ern Pacific coal dump will be carefully 
considered, and it is probable that the 
change will be ordered. The ques- 
tion has been raised as to whether 
each change that is to be made will 
not necessitate a beginning of the pro- 
ceedings over again. It is understood 
that an effort is being made to secure 
signatures to a protest against this 
route, and that it is being numerously 
signed by those in the district of as- 
sessment. 


WILL COMMAND A PREMIUM. 


Demand for the Two Issues of City 
Bonds. 

The recent victory of the fire-depart- 
ment and bridge bonds at the polls was 
telegraphed to the bond-buying centers 
of the country on the evening of the 
election, and the result is that City 
Clerk Hance has been daily receiving 
letters and telegrams of inquiry as to 
the particulars of the issue. Some of the 
leading bond brokers in the country ap- 
pear to have been kept informed as to 
the issue, for some of the letters ex- 
press a great familiarity with the mat- 
ter. A number of offers to bid om the 
bonds have been received, and the in- 
terest taken indicates that the bonds 
will certainly be sold at a premium. 

City Clerk Hance has not sent out 
the formal anouncement of the issue 
of the bonds to the money centers of 
the country, and will not do so until all 
of the ordinances necessary for the is- 
sue have been adopted. He is also in 
receipt of a number of proposals from 
companies who desire the contract for 
printing the bonds. In this contract 
there will be a number of local bid- 
ders. The sale of bonds will not take 
place before three months hence. 


Opposing New Specials. 

Some oppositon has developed in the 
City Council to the request of the 
Board of Police Commissioners that 
the appointment of ten extra police- 
men be authorized to take the places 
of the members of the police depart- 
ment while they are taking their vaca- 
tions. The Councilmen who have ex- 
pressed their opinions on the matter 
state that in the fire department the 
places of the men on vacation are filled 
by other members who do more work, 
and thereby save the city the cost of 
hiring substitutes. The special police- 
men asked for were appcinted last 
year, but since then the police force has 
increased by the appointment of 

policemen.

THE SILVANY WILL. 


FORGERY CHARGE PREFERRED 
BY THE REV. FATHER ADAM. 


= 


Fraud and Undue Influence Charged 
Against L. C. Flores and F. 
Quijada—iIn Both Wills the 
Estate is Left Practically in 
One Block. 


A sensational case came to trial yes- 
terday in Department Two, before 
Judge Ballard of Orange county, sit- 
ting for Judge Clark, in the contest 
of the will of Stephen Silvany, de- 
ceased, who died on January 10 of the 
present year. 

The will has already been admitted 
to probate, and under its terms Sil- 
vany left a house and lot at No. 213 
Railroad avenue to his god-child, Jesus 
Quijada, and, as was set forth, “to my 
best friend, Francisco Quijada, who 
has been my main support, comfort and 
attendance during my iliness all the 
balance and residue of my estate, -real 
and personal, wherever situated.’ That 
will was made just a few days before 
Silvany died, and L. Fiores, who 
was, under the will, made executor 
without bonds, signed Silvany’s name 
and witnessed his mark, the instru- 
ment being attested by L. C. Flores 
and S. W. Quijada. 

On January 13, three days after Si- 
vany died. Francisco Quijada applied 
to the court for letters of administra- 
tion, and in the petition it was set 
forth that the estate consisted of a 
few articles of furniture and old cloth- 
ing of small value, and five or six lots 
upon which stood several shanties, re- 
turning an income of about $25 per 
month. In all, the estate was valued 
at $4000. 

There was a delightful indefiniteness 
about the petition, but it passed mus- 
ter, and on January 26, the will was 
admitted to probate. Two days fol- 
lowing, on the 28th, the inventory and 
appraisement were filed, and they 
showed that the estate had increased 
wonderfully in value, for it was set 
down at $9250—an increase in about 
two weeks of over 100 per cent. in the 
actual value in advance of the value 
estimated when the petition for letters 
was filed. 

Then along came Rev. Joachim Adam, 
rector of the Catholic Cathedral, and 
vicar-general of the diocese, and Pat- 
rick Harnett, and filed a contest of 
the avill. In their petition they repre- 
sented that Silvany died on the date 
stated, leaving an estate of $10,000, 
and personal property valued at $250; 
that he left no heirs, nor next of kin, 
and his only devisees are Francis 
Mora, now of Barcelona, Spain, and 
Valery Girarda, wife of George Meyer 
of this city. To Francis Mora the late 
bishop of Los Angeles and Monterey, 
the testator left all of his property, in 


trust, for the purpose of erecting and 


maintaining a male Catholic orphan 
asylum, with the exception of $500 left 
to Mrs. Meyer. This disposition of his 
property was embodied in a will made 
by Silvany on March 6, 1891, when he 
was 58 years of age, and the petition 
closed with a claim that petitioners 
were entitled to letters, as no subse- 
quent will had ever been made by Sil- 
vany. 

That brought the issue of contest 
squarely into court, and in the other 
papers filed by the contestants in the 
case, a very sharp attack was made 
upon the bona fides of L. C. Flores and 
Francisco Quijada. It’ was charged 
that Silvany did not have “any confi- 
dence in the integrity and honesty of 
the said Flores, and that the decedent 
then knew that Flores was a confi- 
dence operator, and not engaged in 
any legitimate business, but on the 
contrary, was the keeper of bunco 
games and gambling dens in the city 
of Los Angeles, and absolutely irre- 
sponsible and untrustworthy.” It is 
also charged that for years Flores has 
been the confidential friend and agent 
of Quijada, and the will for which 
probate was fraudulently obtained by 
Flores was purposely fabricated, and if 
Silvany ever did affix his mark to such 
a document, it was under @uress and 
undue influence. It was claimed, too, 
that at the precise time that the dis- 
puted will was signed and witnessed, 
Silvany was out of his right mind: 
that when he was lying ill Flores had 
him removed to the home of Quijada, 
where he died. 

All of this forms the basis of a rather 
interesting legal fight. Several wit- 
nesses were examined yesterday, and 
the main point of interest lay in the 
testimony given that the decedent had 
stated on a number of occasions that he 
had settled all of his affairs. and that 
all of his papers were in the hands 
of then Bishop Mora. 

The further hearing in the case wil] 
be continued today. 


HIT THE ALIBI. 
A Hole Kuocked in the Defense of 
Dan McMahon. 

The defense in the case of Dan Mc- 
Mahon, charged with having robbed 
T. M. Lugo, on the night of April 4, 
close to the junction of College and 
Buena Vista streets, ran against a 
snag yesterday, in the shape of a wit- 
ness who knocked a big hole in the 
neatly constructed alibi. 

On Tuesday several women testified 
that they, in company with Dan and 
the other boys, were perambulating 
the city, and after passing an hour and 
a half at Noel’s saloon at Alameda and 
Aliso streets, returned to Mrs. Goff’s 
house shortly before 11 o'clock. The 
boys remained there for from ten to 
twenty minutes, and were nicely tucked 
away in bed at Mrs. Westphalen‘s. 
where they roomed, a few minutes later. 
Mrs. Westphalen testified to this, and 
as it was not possible for Dan McMa- 
hon to be assisting in robbing a man 
in one place and be lying in bed in an- 
other, the alibi seemed to be fairly 
good. But yesterday afternoon J. Kem- 
per went upon the witness stand and 
swore positively that the side partners 

f the defendant, W. H. McMahon and 

ohn Wood, had held him up on the 
same night that Lugo was robbed, and 
close to the corner of College and 
Buena Vista streets. The witness was 
not to be moved on cross-examination. 
but maintained that there was a moon. 
light that enabled him to sée his assail- 
ants: and he readily identified them 
later, When the court adjourned Kem- 
per was still under cross-examination. 


A DUPLICATE FORGERY. 


A Man Who Kept His Misdeeds Right 
im the Family. 


A. M. Kruger, who was arrested by 
Detective Con Mallory on Monday for 
forgery, had another similar charge 
placed against him. The defendant has 
a sister living at Beaumont for whom 
he has on several occasions cashed 
checks, and in this way he won the 
confidence of the people who knew his 
sister; and who knew her paper to be 
good. The apportunity thus afforded 
was seized by Kruger, and turned to 
his own advantage when he forged the 
name of Mrs. May Ellis, his sister, toa 
check for $74.60, and got Samuel Stein 
to cash it. 

Yesterday Mallory discovered that 
Kruger had presented another check, 
in name, amount and bank similar to 
the previous one, to Sam Sullivan, the 
Spring-street saloon man, end that 


guileless individual had handed over 
$74.60. On this latter charge the defend- 


ant was arraigned yesterday in the 
Township Court, and as in the prev- 
lous case he was held by Justice oung 


in $1000 to appear on the 18th inst. for 
examination. 


A JSUSTICE’S JUSTICR. 
A Mextean Who Understood No 
English but Acted It. 

On March 29, Justice J. H. Merriam 
of Pasadena bound over Gotardo Ra- 
mos in $200 to keep the peace for six 
months with F. L. Franco, with the 
alternative of going to jail until the 
bond was furnished or the six months 
in jail had expired. 

Franco had had Ramos arrested for 
threatening to kill him during a quar- 
rel between the two at the Santa Anita 
ranch, on March 20. The evidence in 
the case was exceedingly meager, and 
the Justice, in passing upon the case, 
said: “It is impossible to reconcile the 
evidence in this case. The evidence of 
the complaining witness, Franco, is all 
that shows threats to have been made 
by the defendant.” 

Justice Merriam confessed that he 
Was nonplused, and refrained from 
passing judgment until the testimony 
was transcribed, and he had perused it. 
Then he made the order of court re- 
ferred to. The defendant could not 
find sureties to go on his bond, and so 
he was hustled off to jail. After re- 
maining in confinement he contrived to 
have an attorney take his case up, an 
yesterday he was brought before Judge 
Smith in a habeas corpus proceeding. 

Ramos ig a young fellow, and stood 
up when called upon by the court, look- 


‘ing very meek. Judge Smith was about 


to deliver himself upon the niceties 
of the case when counsel ventured the 
reminder that the defendant couldn't 
speak my “Don't you speak 
English?’ inquired the court. Ramos 
shook his head helplessly. ‘‘Then get 
out,” ordered Judge Smith, and so 
much English Ramos did understand, 
for he cleared out in short order. 

As a matter of fact, there was noth- 
ing in the evidence upon which to hold 
the man, and for the better part of 
three months he has suffered imprison- 
ment without legal cause. 


THB DIVORCE LIST. 


A Wife Who Was Huamiliated He- 
fore Her Boarders. 


The divorce suit of Josephine Sand- 
berg against Peter R. Sandberg came to 
trial in Department Five yesterday be- 
fore Judge Shaw. The parties married 
at Redwood City in April, 1887, and 
some years later a removal was made 
to San Pedro. 

The testimony went to show that at 
San Pedro the couple were very un- 
happy, and that the husband treated 
his wife in a cruel and inhuman way. 
A number of instances were citéd when 
he struck her, indulged in abusive and 
obscene language toward her, and 
openly charged her with infidelity. 
What made such treatment the harder 
to bear was that the wife's ili-treat- 
ment was carried on openly before the 
boarders in her house. There is one 
child as issue of the marriage, Carl 
Edward R. Sandbere. The case was 
taken under advisement. 

The divorce case of Lizzie Steen 
against A. W. Steen was also heard by 
Judge Shaw. The parties to the suit 
were married in the State of Washing- 
ton on August, 1895, and the ground of 
application was failure to provide. This 
case was also taken under advisement. 


BOARD OF SUPERVISORS. 


The County to Be Decorated With 
Advertising Arches. 

An ordinance was passed yesterday 
by the board granting to C. B. Dodson 
and DB. G. Archibald the special privi- 
lege to erectadvertisingarches over the 
public roads and highways of the 
county. The permission is given for 
twenty-three months, and the arches 
are not to be less than twenty feet 
above the roadway, and are to be of 
substantial build. Each arch must bear 
a sign showing the distance to the city, 
and also to adjacent towns. 

The Sunset Telephone and Telegraph 
Company Was granted permission to 
run an underground cable from Broad- 
way, close by the engine-house, con- 
necting with the Courthouge and jail. 


The bonds of C. Leonardt, who has‘ 


the contract to do the excavating for 
the tunnel approach to the new ele- 
vator at the Courthouse, the brick and 
concrete work, the plastering and the 
oak seats for the waiting-room for 
$8500, were approved yesterday.

GIVE BACK THE FLAGS! 

The American civil war is but an 
unpleasant memory; men who in the 
sixties wore the rebel gray are now 
wearing the uniform ot the United 
States army afid navy, and are at the 
front fighting the battles of the great 
republic; the bloody shirt has been 
buried beyond hope of resufrection; 
Mason and Dixon’s line is no longer 
anything but a_ recollection, for 
within the space of a few short weeks 
it has been erased from the map of 
the continent; the South and_ the 
North are cemented in bonds of 
amity, peace and good will, and the 
family quarrel we had more 
thirty years ago must be forgotten. 
Therefore it is meet that the ensigns 
captured from our brothers who 
fought on the losing side should, if 
they will accept them, be returned, in 
order that the last visible vestige of 
the terrible conflict, so far as possi- 
ble, shall be everlastingly wiped out 
of existence. 

Surely since the President has put 
his signature to an act of Congress 
removing all disabilities incurred un- 
der the Fourteenth Amendment of 
the Constitution, we should take the 
next step and surrender into the 
hands of the men who carried them / 
into battle the banners that were 
once trophies, but are now merely re- 
minders of the awful misfortune that 
made brother set his hand against 
brother, father against son, and rup- 
tured the relations of lovers. There- 
fore, let us give back the flags! 

The North, great in puissance, won 
a contest over a handful of its kin in 
the South, and the generous South 
today is saying that it is glad of the 
result, because through that contest 
the one stain on our beauteous ban- 
ner, the Stripes and Stars, was obliter- 
ated, therefore let the North be as 
great in magnanimity as it was great 
in achievement and _ restore to the 
tattered fragment of the Confederate 
army that yet remains the colors 
they fought under, as everlasting evi- 
dence that the war between the South 
and the North is over, and that so 
far as it is possible to do it, the fam- 
ily quarrel of a generation ago shall 
be merely the memory of an overmas- 
tering sorrow.

As a suggestion: Let all the colors 
captured on both sides during the 
great war be stored in a building at 
the capital of the nation, constructed 
especially for the purpose, and there 
kept, not as trophies, but as price- 
less relics, evidences of the valor of 
Americans on the field of battle. 
There let these torn and time-stained 
ensigns, both the banner of Stars 
and Stripes and the flag of the Stars 
and Bars be treasured for all time, 
that the pilgrim from the States of 
the Union when he goes to the capital 
may gaze upon the bits of silk or 
bunting won in bloody fight at such 
fearful cost. Upon this proposition 
both the men who fought in blue or 
gray ought to agree, but should the 
South prefer to house the colors on 
the soil they once billowed over, then 
let them go. If the South wants them 
the people of the North will with 
one voice say “give back the flags!”

CITY LIGHTING QUESTION. 

The report of the Gas and Light 
Committee of the City Council, sub- 
mitted at Monday’s session of that 
body, outlines a plan which seems en- 
tirely feasible, by which, it is hoped, 
the city can secure material reduc- 
tions in the cost of municipal light- 
ing, and at the same .time secure a 
considerable increase in the number 
of lights. The report of the commit- 
tee was adopted with only one dis- 
senting vote. In accordance with it 
the City Clerk is instructed to adver- 
tise for bids, immediately, in accord- 
ance with the specifications contained 
in the report. These _ specifications 
are as follows: 

“*A’ contemplates a continuation 
of the present system as constituted 
today, wilh the «addition of twenty 
new lights in each ward, or a total 
of 640 lights. 

“*B’ is the same as A, with the sub- 
stitution of six lights for each 150- 
foot mast, doing away with use of lat- 
ter, making a total of 734 lights. 

“*C’ provides for construction of 
pole-line system complete without 
lamps, including iron masts with ex- 
tension arms at fifty stations through- 
<< the conduit area. Total lights, 

““D’ provides for the necessary 
lamp for entire system. 

“*E” provides for power, simply in- 
cluding connection with municipal 
system at one or more given points 
and connection of iron masts in con- 
duit area with conduits. 

“*F” provides for maintenance of 
system including trimming of lamps 
and furnishing of all necessary sup- 
plies. 

“<q’ is a combination of D, E and 
F, under one bid, effording an option 
as between partial and entire owner- 
ship of everything pertaining to the 
pole line.” 

As a general propositién, the city 
will undoubtedly profit by the owner- 
ship of its own distributing system 
for electric lighting. The several 
propositions submitted appear to be 
such as will afford to all competing 
companies a fair opportunity to offer 
bids for supplying that which the city 
requires. The committee strongly 
expresses the conviction that the plan 
proposed, by giving the city the bene- 
fit of free competition, will result in 
a large reduction in the cost of light- 
ing the city. This is certainly a con- 
summation devoutly to be wished. 
The plan of municipal ownership has 
worked well in other cities, and there 
would seem to be no good reason why 
it will not work likewise in Los An- 
geles. 

Whatever action is ultimately taken 
in the premises should of course have 
due regard for the rights and inter- 
ests of the company which is at 


present furnishing light to the city, 


so far as those rights and interests 
are affected by the question. 
the initial step which has been taken 
by the Council toward securing mu- 
nicipal ownership of the lighting sys- 
tem is undoubtedly a step in the right 


for have been submitted, the city’s 
best course will undoubtedly be made 
apparent. 


THE OREGON ELECTION. 
Republicans have every reason to 
rejoice over the result of the State 
election held in Oregon on Monday. 
In. every county of the State there 
were large Republican gains over the 
vote of 1896. This result was hardly 
to have been expected, as this is an 
“off-year,” while the Presidential 
election of 1896 was one of unusual 
interest. The Republicans of Oregon 
would have done well this year if 
they had merely held their own. 

But they have done vastly better. 
The letest returns indicate that Geer, 
the Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor, will have a pluality of not far 


from 10,000. Tongue, the Republican 


candidate for Congress in the First 
District, is reélected by more than 
2000 plurality. In the Second Con- 
gress District, the Republican candi- 
date, Moody, is elected by a plurality 
of 5000 or more. Out of thirty State 
Senators the Republicans have elected 
twenty-four, while they get forty-four 
out of a total of sixty Representa- 
tives, giving them a majority on joint 
ballot of forty-six. This will insure 
the election of a Republican United 
States Senator to fill the existing va- 
cancy, caused by the failure of the 
last Legislature to elect. In the city 
of. Portland the Republicans have 
scored a signal triumph, electing their 
candidate for Mayor by a plurality 
of about 2500. 

These splefidid results are all the 
more gratifying in that they were 
achieved in the face of a united op- 
position, on a platform declaring un- 
equivocally for the gold standard, and 
against the free coinage of silver. The 
splendid victory which has_ been 
achieved is a forcible illustration of 
the fact that it is political wisdom 
for a party to stand firmly by its 
principjes, and to uphold with a loyal 
hand the faith of the national organ- 
ization. To compromise with oppo- 
nents is both weakness and folly. 
Men who have fait in the principles 
which they profess, gain the respect 
even of opponents by upholding those 
principles consistently, at all times 
and under all circumstances. 

The ‘result of the Oregon election 
also indicates unmistakably the de- 
cadence of the free-silver delusion. 
That State was once a hotbed of. Pop- 
ulism and financiel error. It has, let 
us hope, been permanently redeemed. 
The experiences of the past two 
years have been a vaiuable object 
lesson, not alone to the people of Ure- 
gon, but to those of the entire coun- 
try. The triumph of Republican 
principles at the national election of 
1896 marked the beginning of a new 
and better era. Oregon, like the rest 
of the country, has shared in the new 
and growing prosperity which has re- 
sulted from the return of the coun- 
try to a sound fiscal policy, and the 
placing of the finances of the nation 
upon a firm basis. The result of the

There is one important feature of 
the war with Spain to which com- 
paratively little attention has been 
given in the United States. This is 
the great advantage which we possess, 
both in Cuba and in the Philippine 
Islands, by having friendly codpera- 
tion-from the natives of those coun- 
tries in our fight with the Spanish. 
It is not a very easy thing, in any 
case, to land a large body of troope 
either in Cuba or at Manila in the 
face.of batteries, but it is easy to 
see how immensely that difficulty 
would be increased, were the natives 
of the islands fighting on the side of 
Spain instead of actively codperat- 
ing with us. 

Another point is that in both coun- 
tries the insurgents are acting in a 
manner that makes them worthy of 
our support. In Cuba, Gomez has 
shown. himself to be a gentleman, as 
well as a brave soldier. His ad- 
dresses to the Cuban troops that have 
been published here are models of 
their kiisi, being dignified and pa- 
triotic. He is codéperating heartily 
with the American forces, and his aid 
will undoubtedly prove to be of im- 
mense value to us. 

In the Philippine Islands, some 
doubt was entertained as to the char- 
acter of the insurgent leader, Agui- 
naldo, but recent advices from Manila 
show that he is “all right.”~Dewey 
writes to the American Consul 
Hongkong that the insurgent leader 
is behaving splendidly, and that he is 
. In a modest letter 
from Aguinaldo to the Consul, he 
tells what he has already accom- 
plished in a brief space of time, hav- 
ing killed and captured 2000 of the 
7000 Spanish soldiers at Manila, which 
city he expected to capture within a 
week. He also adds that he is good 
to the prisoners that are taken. 

We may consider ourselves as spe- 
cially fortunate in having the hearty 
coéperation of these oppressed people 
of the two Spanish colonies, and it 
will be a pleasure, as well as a duty, 
for us to see that they obtain justice, 
and the freedom for which they have 
so long struggled. 


The Red Cross Society of Oakland 
is engaged in a movement for the 
purchase of a hospital ship, to be 
sent to Manila. The estimated cost 
is $300,000. Though this is a large 
sum it ought to be secured without 
difficulty, should it be necessary to 
raise the money by private subscrip- 
tion. ‘But there should be no such 
necessity. A hospital ship is as much 
a@ necessary part of the equipment of 
the Philippine expedition as are the 
warships and transports. It belongs 
to the government to fit out such a 
ship, with all modern appliances for 
the comfort and convenience of the 
sick and wounded; and it should be 


} in the harbor of Manila before active 


hostilities begin. 


The Spaniards continue, with 
splendid pertinacity, to claim  vic- 
tories that they have never won, and 
to record casualties to men and ships 
on our side that are as idle as books 
of fairy tales. Of course, as ofly 
about 30 per cent. of the Spanish 
race can read or write, it does not 
matter much whether the dons print 
and bulletin these sort of fakes or 
not, but if they had any sense of the 
ridiculous they would not thus con- 
tinue to exhibit their extremities 
painted vermilion to a tee-heeing 
world. 


The volunteer soldiers and sailors 
of the United Stated. who are fight- 
ing the battles of their country in 
foreign lands should not be deprived 
of the right to vote in the coming 
Congressional elections, nor in any 
general elections held in the United 
States during their absence. Repre- 
sentative Lacey of Iowa has intro- 
duced in the House a bill designed to 
meet this requirement. This meas- 
ure, or ‘one of similar import, ought 
to become a law before the adjourn- 
ment of the present session of Con- 
gress.

GEN. W. 8. ROSECRANS. 


RESOLUTIONS PASSED BY HIS COM- 
RADES IN ARMS. 
‘ 


One of the Strongest and Most Ap- 
preciative Tributes Yet Paid to 
the Distinguished Hero of Stone 
River. 


At a meeting of the residents of Chi- 
cago who served under Gen. William &. 
Rosecrans, held at the Great North- 
ern Hotel, March 24, the following 
resolutions were reported and adopted: 

“Whereas, Gen. William S. Rosecrans 
was one of the jinest soldiers and one 
of the ablest strategists of the war 
for the Union; one of the most. patri- 
otic and devoted men who served the 
government in its hour of greatest 
peril, and one of the mos: successful 
of the great commanders whose genius 
in organization und skill and courage 
in battle contributed s» much to. the 
triumph of the Union cause: whereas, 
Gen. Rosecrans in conducting great 
campaigns and in fighting great hat- 
tles exercised, more than any’ olh-r 
general of the war, a persunal influ- 
ence that brought every man in his 
army to a consciousness of the friend- 
ship and comradeship of his command- 
er; possessed such quality of character 
and sympathy as made it possible for 
each private soldier who served under 
him to hold pleasant remembrances 
of some action, or word, or incident, il- 
lustrating the commanding general's 
interest in himself; 

“Resolved, that to the residents of 
Chicago who served under Gen. Rose- 
crans the announcement of his death 
came as a personal bereavement, bring- 
ing with it a sense of loss to each 
individual and to the nation; 

“Resolved, that we regard it as a 
privilege to put on record our apprecia- 
tion of his character and generalship; 
our pride in his great achievements, 
and in our association with him in 
camp, on the march and in battle. 

‘“‘We rejoice that before the general’s 
death the misunderstandings as to the 
battle of Chickamauga had been dis- 
pelled, and the controversies incident 
to that great struggle settled in his 
favor. We recall with pride and ex- 
ultation that aniong all the students of 
war and strategy, among ail those in 
the old Union army, or in the Confed- 
erate army, or in the armies abroad, 
who have studied the movements and 
maneuvers at Chickamauga, that con- 
flict is ranked as one of the greatest 
battles of the greatest war in modern 
times. We take prideinthefact thatthe 
great strategist who won victories at 
Corinth and Iuka, whose resourceful 
energy and personal magnetism turned

DECIDUOUS FRUITS. 


Good Prospects for the Marketing 
of the Crop. 


POMONA, June 8.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] There is @ good outlook 
for owners of apricot and peach or- 
chards this year. Buyers of peaches 
for canning purposes are now talking 
of paying from, $30 to $35 per ton. It 
is also said that apricots will com- 
mand $20 for canning. Of course, 
these figures are for fancy fruits, and 
growers who have not exercised care 
in the selection of varieties or who 
have not taken due care of their trees, 
can expect a heavy shading of prices. 
It is believed the average quality of 
fruit this year will be superior to that 
of last year. It is difficult to make a 
careful estimate of the amount of ap- 
ricots through this section, as a few 
growers lost their entire crop, and a 
few others a portion of their crop. It 
is probable the shrinkage of output 
will amount to about 10 per cent. 
Peaches, barring early fruit on a small 
area, will be practically a full crop. 
Dryers will be at work on apricots 
within less than a month,

“MONTE CRISTO” HOOLEY, 


RECEIVING ORDER IN BANKRUPTCY 
ISSUED AGAINST HIM. 


For Years the Biggest Company Pro« 
moter in England—Supposed ta 
Be a Malti-Millionaire — Owned 
Country Places and Yachts Ga- 
lore—Downfall not Unexpected, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] i 
LONDON, June 8.—{By Atlantic 
ble.] A receiving order in bankruptcy, 
has been issued against Ernest Terah 
Hooley, for years prominent as the 
biggest company promoter in this 
country, promniently interested in bi- 
cycle, land, and other concerns, and 
who was supposed to be a multi-mil< 
lionaire. 
Mr. Hooley in 1896 promoted thd 
Dunlop Tire Company and was sup<- 
posed to have cleared $12,500,000 by that 
deal alone. He has since been iden< 
tified with many bicycle companies. 
Mr. Hooley lived a sort of Monte 
Cristo existence; bought yachts and 
race horses and numerous historic 
country seats. In January of the 
present year, he purchased the racing 
cutter Britannia, formerly the property, 
of the Prnice of Wales, during 1896 he 
purchased the schooner yacht Verena 


-and he is a member of a number o 


yacht clubs. For months past finan 
Ciers have predicted that Mr. Hooley, 
was in deep water. 

The markets were not affected by 
the downfall of Mr. Hooley as the news 
of the receiving was not unexpected, 
It will be the second and third-class 
institutions which will suffer by his 
failure. 

It has been well known that Mr. 
Hooley had been unable to find money 
for the big Chinese loan which he pro- 
posed to float some time ago, and 
there was much talk a year ago when 
the authorities of St. Paul’s Cathedral 
accepted from Mr. Hooley a magnifi- 
cent gold communion service. Within 
the last month, Mr. Hooley leased the 
big building at the corner of Pall Mall 
and Regent streets, to be u as of- 
fices. It is said that actions aggre- 
gating $2,000,000 are now pending 
against Hooley, and that one for $265,- 
000 which was set for a hearing to~ 
morrow precipitated the crisis. 

Counsel for Mr. Hooley informed the 
registrar that in order to protect his 
creditors and to prevent his assets 
from being sacrificed, Mr. Hooley ha@d 
adopted the course of applying for a 
receiving order. 

Mr. Hooley was formally adjudged a 
bankrupt. It is impossible at present 
to make any correct estimate of the 
liabilities, but there is no doubt they, 
are very large. Among the more re- 
cent projects attempted by Mr. Hooley 
was the floating of a Spanish loan. 

The capitals of the companies pro- 
moted bv the bankrupt, aggregate 
from $60,000,000 to $65,000,000 and the 
shares in these concerfis, taken as @ 
whole, have depreciated over 40 per 
cent since their flotation.

BUSY DAY FOR FIREMEN. 


SEVERAL IMPORTANT CALLS RE- 
SPONDED TO YESTERDAY. 
Burning Chemicals Did Considerable 
Damage in thé Basement of Of 
& Vaughn's Drug Store — Gen. 

Mathewn’s Residence Barned. 


The fire department again had plenty | 


to do yesterday. At 10:40 a.m. an 
alarm from box No. 13 sent seyeral 
steamers and chemical engines scurry- 
ing to Fourth and Spring streets, .to 
battle with a blaze in the basement 
of Off & Vaughn's drug store, It proved 
to be a stubborn fire to battle with, 
and one fraught with danger to the 
firemen, on account of the dense yol- 
umes of smoke from burning chemicals 
that poured from the building. The 
fire was confined to the laboratory in 
the rear of the cellar, but much dam- 
age was done upstairs by Bmoke. 

A boy employed in the drug store was 
carbolating vaseline, that is, dissolv- 
ing vaseline and uniting carbolic acid 
with it, in the laboratory. He left his 
work for a few minutes to gO on an 
errand upstairs. During his absence 
a lighted gus jet came in contact with 
the mixture, and: a small-sized con- 
flagration was soon in progress. 


the flames, but produced more smoke 
than fire. Smoke was pouring from 
every aperture the firemen 
rived, and made it extremely danger- 
ous to carry a line of hose into the 
cellar, where the fire was located. By 
working in short shifts, howéver, the 
men soon managed to get the flames 
under contrel, "ithout the use of wa- 
ter.

MATHEWS RESIDENCE BURNED. 
The- second serious fire of the day oc- 
curred at 3 o’clock in the afternoon at 
the residence of Postmaster J. — R. 
Mathews, No. 822 South Westlake ave- 
nue. The house, a handsome, new two- 
story frame structure, was completely 
gutted, and such of the contents as 


was not burned was damaged by wa-: 


ter, 


The house was the property of Gen. 
Mathews’s sisters, the Misses Ida “and 
Cora Mathews, who occupied it.in com- 
mon with their mother and Gen. 
Mathews and his wife. The ‘combined 
family moved into the building on May 
4 last, before it. was quite finished. 
They had just got comfortably settled 
when the fire occurred, and it will be 
necessary to rebuild and buy new fur- 
nishings. 

Mrs. Mathews, mother of the Gen- 
eral and his sisters, is nearjy 78 years 
old, and bed-ridden. The Misses 
Mathews were at home with their 
mother and a few lady friends who 
had come to spend the afternoon, when 
smoke was seen. pouring’ from the roof 
of ‘the ‘house ‘by some of the teigh- 
bors: The ladies were promptly in- 
formed of their danger; and their first 
care was to remove Mrs. Mathews, Sr., 
to a place ‘of safety. Willing hands 
speedily carried her out of harm’s 
way to one of the neighboring houses. 
The work of saving clothing and fur- 
niture was then undertaken, but the 
flames spread so rapidly that much of 
the contents of the house had to be 
abandoned. 

A fire alarm was rung from the box 
at the corner of Alvarado and Seventh 
streets, soon after the flames were dis- 
covered, and the department résponded 
with reasonable promptness, consider- 
ing the long run that most of the com- 
panies had to make. The firemen 
prevented the total destruction of the 
building and saved the adjoining prop- 
erty which escaped damage. 

The insurance on the Mathews resi- 
dence was $2800, and $1000 on the fur- 
niture. This will not cover the total 
loss which is at least $4000. Nearly 
all the clothing of the family was Je- 
stroyed as well as many articles that 
were prized for more than their in- 
trinsic value. 

The homeless family spent the night 
with friends. Gen. Mathews expects 
to rent a house in the neighborhood of 
his ruined home till he can rebuild. 

The cause of the fire is ascribed to 
defective wiring or a defectife fiue.

COMMERCIAL. 

HANDLING FRUIT.  Kiely's Fruit 
and Vegetable Guide, published at St. 
Louis, contains some interesting in- 
formation regarding the frequency 
with which fruit is handled before 
it reaches the consumer. That publi- 
cation says: 

“The average shipper has no idea 
how often his fruit is handled and 
moved about before it reaches the 
consumer, and therefore the import- 
ance of the most careful packing can- 
not be lost sight of. To illustrate, 
let us review the scene of the arrival 
of the fruit runs from the South— 
the two main runs arriving about the 
same time in the morning. 

“On arrival of trains at the Union 
Depot, the Southern and Pacific Ex- 
ogg companies back up their wagons 
cars as soon as the 
oors open. A few expressmen, 
assisted i by some of the commission 
men, or their employés, enter the car 
and commence passing out the goods 
to the drivers. A dozen or more firms 
are represented and all are in a hurry 
and anxious to get off with the fruit, 
for their customers are at their stores 
up town waiting, and they do not 
want to miss the early sales—always 
the best. Therefore, handling each 
package carefully or putting it down 
easily is out of the question, where so 
many have to be handled in the very 
short time in which it has to be done. 
In this car is fruit from perhaps twenty 
different shipping points, and from one 
hundred different shippers, intended pos- 
sibly for seventy-five different firms, 
for this car may have shipments for 
various towns in Illinois, Indiana, lowa, 
Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, etc. The 
outgoing trains will soon be ready and 
all this fruit must be transferred, 
checked off and re-billed for its various 
destinations. The express employés, 
in their anxiety to keep these various 
lots from ting left, add to the con- 
fusion and prolong the delivery to 
local receivers. All must be separated 
for the various parties and numerous 
firms here and elsewhere. Conse- 
quently rapid, and occasionally, rough 

dling seems unavoidable. 

“When,.the wagons are loaded they 
drive across the track to the express 
buildings and platforms, where the 
fruit is separated once more for the 
many firms, whose wagons form a 
solid wreath around the platforms. It 
lfted again and passed in 
wagons, receipted 
for driven off rapidly, and 
on reaching the-commission houses 
the fruit has to be separated once more 
and credited up to the respective own- 
ers and shippers. After being thus 
hurriedly handled half a dozen times 
it is ready for the purchaser's inspec- 
tion. He throws it into his wagon once 
more with simil haste, and it is hur- 
ried off over the streets again and 
eet down again for the inspection of 
the consumer; and it is safe to say it 
could not be recognized now by the 
otginal owner—apart from his marks— 
unless the packing was of the best at 
the start. 

‘These are some of the features of 
the business that should be calmly 
considered by the shipper. who too 
often jumps at the conclusion that he 
was robbed—that his fruit was first- 
class, and must have opened up fine. 
Large shipments, or carload lots do not, 
however. suffer to this extent, for such 
are usually loaded into the receiver's 
wagon and hauled direct to his store, 
or the express company’s wagons will 
do the same when the amount reaches 
something near a load. Time and re- 

ndling of fruit is thus saved to the 

e shippers.”

Fifth Ward, Trustee Frith: Fourth 
and Mt. Vernon, Fifth and H, Seventh and 
H. An adjourned meeting of the board will 
be held Thursday evening, when the~ two 
lights not yet selected will be announced, 
and the company will then be ordered to 
cut the fifteen lights off the circuits. 

H. E. Harris offered the board the sum 
of $175, for the city’s interest in the de- 
funct First National Bank certificate, wht-h 
secures the balance of the money deposited 
in that institution by ex-Treasurer Blow, at 
the time it failed.

LYTLE CREEK WATER.

Rene says: ‘‘Lytle Creek water, undisturbed 
and without being impregnated with mining 
débris, is as healthful as any in the State. 
The amount of lime and magnesia is not 
greater than it is in any other stream of 
the same length. It is only when mining 
is going on that the water becomes some- 
what unhealthy and unpalatable. . .. As 
to the contamination of the water. by the 
animals, which are nightly drowned in 
the ditch, I believe that the danger is 
a rom the ch regulariy every morn- 
ing by Zanjero Sibley.’’

.DIEGO COUNTY. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE CONSsID- 
ERS A GLASS FACTORY SCHEME. 


Propoaition to Construct and Oper- 
ate a Piant Employing Several 
Handred Men and Use Raw Ma- 
terinis Obtained in the Locality. 


: SAN DIEGO, June 8.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The Chamber of Commerce is consid- 
ering a proposition from N. G. Douglass of 
New York, who is heavily interested in east- 
ern glass factories, to build a factory here. 
Mr. Douglass met the directors of the cham- 
ber this morning and outlined his plans. 
Briefly, he proposes to put up a plant. em- 
ploying at least 300.men, and to operate it 
here with raw materials obtained in this 
county, providing, after completion of the 
plant, the people of. San Diego subscribe 
$100,000 of the stock. 

Mr. Douglass assured the direttors that he 
had satisfied himself upon every point of the 
project before making it public. He has 
spent two months in this county, looking into 
the natural resources as to silica, potash, 
lime-and other materials entering into the 
making of glass. He summed up his work 
as follows: 

“I have found that glass can be manufac- 
tured here in San Diego as cheaply as in the 
Bast. The advantages of making glass on 
this Coast are much greater than in the Past, 
on account of the lack of competition here. 
Fuel is as cheap here as it is in New Jersey, 
where our factories are located. We have to 
pay $2 per barrel for oil, and we can get oil 
here for something like $1.25, or evem less 
than $1 in Los Angeles. Labor is no higher 
here than in the Kast, where we pay a high 
seale for union labor. 

“IT have satisfied myself that by the same 
process, with the purchase of all the raw ma- 
terilais here, we can manufacture glass as 
cheap as in the East. If the Nicaragua Canal 
is built we will be able to ship glass to New 
York by water and sell it in the face of any 
eastern competition. But with the discovery 
that I have made near Pala, in this county, 
it has been ascertained that the cost of mak- 
ing glass can be reduced vastly here under 
the eastern coast. 

“This discovery is a large ledge or vein of 
lepiolite, a silica-like stone which carries a 
high degree of potash and lime. In other 
words, it carries its own flux in it. The cost 
of fluxing ingredients is the principal cost of 
making glass in the East. We paid $299 for 
fluxing $70 worth of sand. If we can elimi- 
nate this extra cost for fluxing, seo how much 
cheaper glass will be made. This, I can say 
with conservatism, has been attained. I have 
secured ownership of the stone in question, 
which is very rarely found in large deposits. 
There is some near Paris, Me., which I in- 

ected, but found to be in pockets only. 

ere is some also in Moravia, Austria, but 
I do not know the extent of it. On this con- 
tinent, so far as I know, the deposit at Pala, 
in San Diego county, is the only one of suffi- 
cient extent to justify the erection of large 
factories. 

“My company has already made arrange- 
ments to build a factory at Los Angeles. We 
shall devote most of that factory to the manu- 
facture of hollow-ware, for which there is a 
large demand already in Southern California, 
notwithstanding the high cost of glass. I be- 
lieve, at a cautious estimate, we will increase 
the use of glass tenfold, and cheapen it four- 
fold. The boon to fruit-grgwers, preserved- 
fruit makers, breweries, druggists, mineral- 
water bottlers, and others using glass in 
large quantities, may be imagined. With 
cheaper glass the fruit preservers of this 
State can put up their product in attractive 
and visible form, and will thus be able to 
enter and capture the British market, which 
is now closed against them. 

“As an example of the large use of glass 
State, I might mention that Ball 
B the largest makers of fruit jars in the 
world, ship on one day 300 carloads of 
fruit jars to California. Their factory is at 
Muncie, Ind before the recent fire they 
were able to turn out fifty carloads of fruit 
jars per day. In this fire 50,000 gross of jars 
were destroyed. Now with glass cheapened 
as I know we can cheapen it, and manufac- 
tured here on the gtound, thus saving the 
high freight charges, I feel satisfied the peo- 
ple of California will use ten times as much 
glass as at present. 

‘‘We desire to build a factory in San Diego. 
The facilities here for delivering glass to 
coast points are better, course, *than at 
Los Angeles, and after the establishment of 
your transpacific steamship line a large new 
market will be ready for us in the Far East. 
At first, we would have the San Diego factory 
devoted mainly to the manufacture of win- 
dow glass. which is needed. all over the Pa- 
cific Coast. This port is an ideal place for 
such a factory, even setting. aside its prox- 
imity to the raw materials. The factory at 
Los Angeles and that at San Diego would be 
under one management, and would work in 
entire harmony. 

“The absence of competition is the great 
incentive for opening up factories on this 
Coast. We hope to be first in the field, and 
to so entrench ourselves that it will be im- 
possible for any combination to be formed to 
ruin our business. To this end we desire to 
enlist the support and active interest of the 
people of San Diego and Los Angeles. We 
ask the pecple of San Diego to subscribe 
$100,000 toward our enterprise—that being the 
best way, in our judgment, to secure active 
cojperation and to forestall competition from 
other parties who may try later to secure 
public assistance in establishing factories. 
We do not ask for any money to build the 
factory. We will build it and completely 
equip it, and put it in operation. Plenty of 
capital is anxious to enter into the enterprise. 
But after everything is in operation, we 
want the people to become interested, so 
that they will feel bound to sustain us as 
against outside combinations.’’ 

The directors of the Chamber of Commerce 
questioned Mr. Douglass upon a hundred and 
one points connected with his project, as well 
as inspecting samples of the stone, which 
have been at the exhibit-rooms for years 
without any person realizing their value. 
Samples of the melted stone, showing a tough, 
transparent glass, were also inspected. Great 
interest was manifested, and the directors 
were so favorably impressed with the plan 
that a special committee was appolated to 
confer with Mr. Douglass more at length, in 
order to formulate a plan upon which San 
Diego people may unite, with the assurance 
that there shall be no defect in the project 
rendering the citizens Hable for something 
that does not materialize. The committee 
consists of Mayor Reed, H. P. Wood, G. W. 
Jorres, George W. Marston and W. L. Fre- 
vert. A meeting was arranged between the 
committee and Mr. Douglass for 7:30 o'clock 
this evening. 

SUITS FOR TIDE LANDS. 

The Board of Harbor Commissioners has 
entered suit against a number of alleged 
squatters on tide lands. Among these is the 
San Diego Lumber Company, which has a 
wharf and other structures on what is claimed 
to be land belonging to the State. Another 
alleged squatter is Joseph Mullender. The 
Harbor Commissioners have had a surveyor 
going over these lands, comparing the maps 
and hunting up old records, and a vigorous 
campaign to recover the lands for the State 
is promised. 

An interesting hint of trouble is given by 
the announcement that the Santa Fé Com- 
paar does not hold title to the lands covered 
by, its tracks along the water front, but is a 
squatter itself. The Harbor Commissioners, 
however, do not intend to disturb the rail- 
road company, it is believed, unless the rail- 
road company itself attempts to evict squat- 
ters from lands claimed by it, but in’ reality 
belonging te the State. The railroad com- 
pany has had surveyors at work preparin 
for the erection of additions to the Santa Fe 
wharf, to be utilized by the new steamship 
line. This land is all owned by the State, but 
no doubt a franchise will be readily granted 
to the railroad company. 

The railroad company has given orders to 
a number of scuatters on its lands to re- 
move at once, in order to make room for the 
improvements. In some cases 
company has done the moving 
its own expense, to save trouble and to has- 
ten the departure of the humble but trouble- 
some squatter. No specia] protest is being 
made this time, because the company has 
asked only what it was entitled to, and the 
‘general public is only too giad to see the 
long rows of squatters’ cabins supplanted by

Horticultural Club Meets—Papers 
Read and Discussed. 
REDLANDS, June Corre- 
spondence.] The Redlands Horticultural Club 
held its last meeting of the season this aft- 
ernoon, with an attendance larger than 
usual. A number of members had had 
questions assigned them for answers and 
discussion at this meeting, and it made the 
proceedings at this meeting. To the ques- 
tion of the effect of fertilizers upon orange 
trees to prevent the dropping of frult, 
Prof. C. R. Paine and BE. A. Moore each 
gave a number of examples showing that 
when the orchards had been properiy fer- 
tilized with commercial fertilizers the fruit 
did not drop, while neighboring orchards 
treated in precisely the same manner ex- 
cept they not have the _ fertilizers, 
dropped nearly all the fruit. Prof. Paine 
Showed branches from his orange trees 
laden with fine fruit, better than he had 
ever had before, and attributed the benefit 

to commercial fertilizers. 

Others joined in the discussion and the 
expression was almost unanimous in favor 
of the use of fertilizers to prevent fruit 
falling from orange trees. 

The value of cultivation to offset the 
drought was discussed. Thorough and deep 
cultivation was advocated by several who 
had derived benefit therefrom. Abundance 
of water and little cultivation will make a 
poor preparation for little water and much 
cultivation. The orchard should be thor- 
oughly cultivated after every irrigation and 
every rain, whether there is much or lit- 
tle water. 

Summer application of fertilizers was dis- 
cussed. While the application of barnyard 
manures was considered injurious unless 
there was an abundanec of water, easily 
soluble commercial fertilizers were com- 
mended when they could be thoroughly in- 
corporated with the soil and enough water 
added to dissolve them. 

. H. Moore read a paper upon the Nica- 
ragua Canal, giving the history of the 
project to date, and stating some of the ad- 
vantages to be derived trom having the 
canal. Mr. Moore lived for several years in 
Nicaragua, and has traversed the whole 
route of the proposed canal. The cost, he 
maintains, would be much less than the es- 
timates given by the canal company.

FOUGHT WITH FOOTPADS. 


RENDON’S PLUCKY BATTLE 
WITH HIGHWAY MEN, 


DR. V.

Unarmed and Alone He Pats a Pair 
of Armed Rogues to Flight, After 
a Succesful Hold-up in the Same 
Neighborhood, 


Two industrious footpads, who have 
been operating in the residence dis- 
tricts for several nights past, holding 
up belated citizens, struck the wrong 
man when they undertook to hold up 
Dr. V. Rendon of No. 841% South Grand 
avenue, Tuesday night. 

Dr. Rendon and wife had spent the 
evening with some friends, and were 
returning homeward about 10:15 o'clock 
when they were halted in the shade of 
a pepper tree on Grand avenue between 
Ninth and Tenth streets, within one 
block of their home, by two masked 
men. 

One of the highwaymen approached 
close to the doctor and pointed a re- 
volver at his head, telling him at the 
same time to throw up his hands. The 
doctor was armed with a stout cane 
and instead of standing and delivering 
he made for the robber with the stick, 
and dealt him several effective blows. 
The robber struck repeatedly at the 
doctor with his revolver, and for a 
little while a lively duel was in prog- 
ress, With the doctor getting much the 
best of it. 

Meanwhile Mrs. Rendon had uttered 
a scream and showed a disposition to 
faint. The doctor, apprehensive for 
her safety, turned his attention toward 
her, and in so doing dropped his cane. 
The second robber, who had up to 
this time stood aloof caught up the 
stick and hit the doctor a severe blow 
on the temple and another on the arm. 
The plucky physician was not van- 
quished yet, and although entirely un- 
armed, he charged his two assailants 
and put them to flight. 

The doctor’s battered and broken hat, 
a scar on his temple and a stiff arm 
are evidences of the desperate en- 
counter he had with the footpads. 

Dr. Rendon has only lived in Los An- 
Angeles since last October. He came 
here from Yucatan. He is of athletic 
build, and showed splendid courage in 
the manner in which he sailed into the 
highwaymen when the odds were so 
largely against him. The robber with 
the revolver evidently refrained from 
shooting for fear of attracting atten- 
tion. Dr. Rendon reported the matter 
to the police, together with a good de- 
scription of the footpads. 

The men who tried to hold up Dr. 
Rendon are believed to be the same 
who held up D. M. Brockman of No. 
1241 Ingraham street, half an hour pre- 
viously, at Kip and Seventh streets. 
Brockman offered no resistance, and 
the highwaymen relieved him of $4 in 
silver and an open-faced Elgin watch. 


COLBY CASHES IN. 


Conductor Pays Ten Dollars for 
Thumping a Passenger. 


Rather than waste time on a second 
trial, Charles Colby, the Pasadena elec- 
tric road conductor who thumped a 
passenger some weeks ago, pleaded 
guilty to the charge of battery yes- 
terday before Justice Morrison and 
paid a fine of $10. The passenger who 
was battered was S. A. W. Carver 
an attorney who resided at Highland 
Park. Colby had accused Carter of pull- 
ing the cord of the fare indicator in- 
stead of the bell rope, when he wanted 
to stop the car, thus ringing up sev- 
eral fares on the conductor. Carver de- 
nied the allegations, some hot words 
were bandied, then the conductor hit 
the lawyer.
